The captain, Thomas W. Ccnnell, 


who commanded the company, was ap- 
pointed to the military academy from 
New York in September. 1899, and

The 
same reasons are givea by the physi- 
cians for the great increase ia tuber- 
culosis among tbo natives.

nor the net earnings _oi the farmers 
reach any such figures.

as that of the railroads on their tax 
valuation of ?10S.22S.120. 


Will any one claim that there is not 


injustice and inequality in this system 
of taxation? Tha facts and the figures 
epefek tor themselves. 


If the net earnings of the railroads 


.are one-half as much as the'net earn- 
ings of the farms, assessed for taxa- 
tion at 1603,103,763, the tax valuation 
of the railroads scouM be at Iftast 
.$301,551,158. which is practically the 
face of their bonded Indebtedness, or 
of their stock, and one-half Of the face 
value of tbe two combined.

These roads are just as valuable in 


Ohio.as tn Indiana, but 1Z there is any 
difference the greater value is on the 
Ohio.side of the Jiae. 


There Is no claim that there is 


overvaluation In the state of Indiana, 
hence St follows that there is serious 
.undervaluatioa.ln Ohio, and an under- 
valuation that works a hardship en the 
(fanners especially and on the taxpay- 
ers of-all other-classes generally. 


According.to the .report of the state 


ianditor for .1900 the taxable values of 
,all kinds in Ohio ..were $1,834,053.228.
